ri^lnbancled people the speech center

There were only 
about :{.000.000 inhabitants in the coun- 
try at that time, and the whole cost 
of setting up the machinery of this 
presidcntal election is estimated at less 
than S100.OOO.—Pittsburgh Dispatch.
